It is necessary to decide whether or not the Society shall establish 
a journal* Some of the questions to be considered in this connection 
are: Should such a journal be technical or semi-popular? Could it be 
maintained solely by increased dues or could other means of support 



be found? Would the present members of the Society be willing to 
pay $5 or $6 dues if no other means of supporting a journal is secured? 

A closely related question concerns the qualifications for admis- 
sion. Shall we have an unrestricted or a restricted membership ? Shall 
we be influenced in this decision by its bearing on our ability to support 
a journal ? Would the irregular publication of ecological monographs, 
as funds permitted, be a more or a. less desirable course than the estab- 
lishment of a journal? Would the expenditure of funds on the work 
of our research committees, with an increase in the number and activity 
of these committees, be a more or a less advisable course than support- 
ing a publication? 

These questions must be discussed with respect to the future as 
well as the present, and must be decided from the standpoint of render- 
ing the greatest service in the advancement of ecological science.
